The 
people of Boston claim that Springfield has 
not §15,000 worth of county property neces- 
sary to prevent the county seat from being 
moved by vote this fall. The only 
available building for a county 
court LCUSO was' the hotel budding 
in Boston, A few weeks ago this was sold 
at sheriffs,' sale and bought by Springfield 
parties. Sunday night a party left Spring- 
field for Boston with machinery to move 
the building to the former town for use as a 
court house, thus preventing the county 
seat issue being raised this full - on the 
ground of insufficient property. Rollers 
wore put tinder the building which is three 
stories high and the finest in the county, 
ami twenty teams were hitched to it. In- 
side the house were stationed twelve men 
armed with Winchester rifle* The build- 
ing was moved about live miles towards 
Springfield, which is about 25 miles from 
Boston, when the people of the latter place 
discovered the trick aud immediately 
organized. Ali available horses and 
rifles were brought into requisition, 
and a strong party started 111 pur- 
suit. Upon overtaking the building 
movers, the pursuers commanded a halt, 
which was answered by a volley of shots 
from the men in tho building. The Boston 
crowd then fired, and a tierce battle raged, 
which ended in the Springfield party being 
driven from the building. Coal oil was then 
procured, and the Hours of the building 
sat urated. 'The building was then set on 
fire and consumed, Great excitement pre- 
vails, but, owing to the remoteness of the 
scene, news is hard to obtain. Parties ar- 
rived hero last night, from Springfield, and 
departed hurriedly, after buying all the 
cartridges they could procure.

London - , Sept. 2~j. — Tho amending of tho 
warrants against Dillon and O'Brien will 
enable the government to include new 
charges in the complaints. This unexpect- 
ed action, permitted by tho magistrates at 
the opening of tho court and without notice 
having been given to the defendants, is re- 
garded us cvideuce that tho government 
propose to conduct the case in an arbitrary 
and high banded manner, and that the 
court is ready to lend its aid in that direc- 
tion. The procedure of the defence 011 the 
other hand shows a determination to pro- 
long tho light and keep the case before the 
country as long as possible with a view to 
making 'capital for tho Nationalist cause. 
Tho charges made by the police on the 
crowds around tho courthouse to-day were a 
wholly needless exhibition of brute force. 
The Nationalists were trying to preserve 
order and allay excitement, and to dissuade 
tho crowd from forcing itself upon the 
doors. Trouble was caused by the country 
people's eagerness to witness tho trial. 
There was no intention to create a dis- 
turbance, and bad the doors been left open 
as is customary, there would have been no 
disorder. John Morloy is much wrought 
up over his personal observation of police 
methods, and stigmatizes the behavior of 
constables as " damnable." He declares ho 
will raise the question in tho Parliament as 
to the necessity of checking such brutal- 
ities.

Counsel for the dofenco, in opening his 
caao, first; summarized tho evidence of tho 
crown, and then proceeded to define tho 
distinctions between murder and man- 
slaughter. His summary of tho enso was 
both vigorous and impressive, and created 
a mout favorable impression upon the 
crowded court-room. The audience 
loudly applauded on its conclusion, but 
at onco obeyed tho mandate, " Order in 
the Court," 

His Lordship tho Chief Justice pointed 
out that no demonstration calculated to 
affect tho minds of the jury could pos- 
sibly bo permitted. Said he, addressing 
the audience : " It is unbearable, intol 
(.'ruble, in a civilized, Christian country, 
for you to attempt to intimidate or coax 
a jury thus.' Hut another sound from 
any ono of you. If 1 hear a sound 1 will 
order tho court cleared. Tho first man 
that wags his linger even, turn him out. 

" Yes, your Lordship," answered tho 
actinc sheriff, and tho case proceeded. 

For the defence Mr. Mills called Wil- 
liam Green. He had known Joseph Du- 
•gan and Mrs. Routledge for three years. 
Dugan was a very decent man when 
sober and he had only seen him drunk 
once or twice. Tho prisoner was « clean, 
hard-working woman and used to work 
On the farm; Ho had seen her driving the 
oxen. She and Joe Dugun lived on 
affectionate terms. She always spoke 
well of him, more so than he deserved. 
Had conversation with Joo Dugan when 
lie brought Mrs. Routledge back from 
Seattle. He said he was lonely and he 
wanted her back for the sake of little 
Maude. Joe came to witness on one 
•casion and said ho had nearly knocked 
Mrs. Routledgo's eye out. She had tho 
marks on her face yet. Had heard of 
lior ribs having been broken. Joa was 
in tho habit of going out with his rifle. 

Cros3 examined — Dugan never told 
•witness that Mrs. Rutledga had shot at 
him when he knocked her oyo out. Had 
heard of this at Cowichan, Did not 
.know what Mrs. Routledge had gone to 

• Seattle for. It would have been a good 

• thing if ho had left her there or paid her 
■off. She was, ho thought, more sinned 
against than sinning. 

Mary Anno Jones, wifo of George 
Jones, of Macpherson's station, had 
known both Mrs. Routledge and Joe 
Dugan for about live years. Sho was a 
hard-working, clean woman. Joe Dugan 
was a good man when sober, but when 
tipsy was very abusive; always wanting 
to fight. Ho had, at ono time lifted a 
liottlo and tried to strike witness. Ho 
bad fought with George Lewis near wit- 
ness's house, lie was a bad man, and 
her husband refused to servo him. A 
lew days before the sad affair tho prisoner 
came down to her house and paid $13. 

Tho Court objected to the introduction 
of a conversation between the prisoner 

• and the witness the day before the shoot- 
ing. 

Mr. Mills took exception to this ruling 
and asked that tho point bo reserved. 

Edmund James Wall, clerk, testified 
that ho had done a great deal of hunting 
and shooting. Ho detailed a gun acci- 
dent, several years ago, in w hich a gun 
had gone off by the mere lifting of a coat 
which had not touched it. 

Mr. Pardoe, sworn, said he knew 
Joseph Dugan, and had repaired a rifle 
for him, which, if it was not tho rifle pro- 
duced, was one exactly like it. There 
■were numerous accidents with rifles, for 
which iw one could account. 

In answer to Mr. Mills, tho Court said 
that prima facie every case of homicide 
was murder, and it was for the defence, 
. by its evidence, to show that there was 
no malice prepense the previous day. In 
mercy to the prisoner, he had refused to 
listen to the evidence which it was sought 
to elicit from Mrs Jones. 

James Routledge, the son of the 
prisoner, had lived at Evergreen farm 
with his mother and Dugatl. Tho latter 
used to curse and swear at and kick his 
mother. He had broken her arm and 
three of her ribs. He had kicked her 
when she was down. He once made a 
big cut in her head with a piece of board. 
Ho kicked her a number of times, but he 
did not recollect the dates. Dugan had 
tired at him two weeks boforo the killing, 
because he tried to prevent him going for 
whisky. On tho occasion of the killing, 
after deceased had been out fur whisky, 
but before doing so had put his gnu away 
and taken out the cartridges, witness 
heard a shot tired outside, after deceased 
had indulged in most abusive and profane 
language. His mother was crying, and 
she said " 1 did not do it, it was an 
accident." Presently Mr. Keir and 
others came along. 

Cross-examined — Deceased went out 
about 7 o'clock for whiskey, fie .vas 
accompanied by the prisoner. They after- 
wards went to tho big house, but witness 
remained in the little house. About half 
an hour after their return- -both had 
boon drinking— a row began. About 
eleven o'clock witness went to bed ; wit- 
ness's brother was in the big house. Wit- 
11081 generally slept there with Dugan. 
About ■'! o'clock, as near as w itness could 
judge, he woke. Deceased was not 
yelling at that time, but he went past the 
house and his mother called to him he 
had whiskey enough. His mother, who 
followed, when she passed tho house had 
nothing in her hands. Before the shot 
he heard deceased call his mother bad 
names. Did not hear his mother tell 
Dugan to run. Might have told Officer 
Kior this, but did not think so. 

A plan was here produced by tho At- 
torney-General, whicu was shown to t he 
jury, to illustrate the position of the 
liouso and outbuildings, together with 
the relative position of the parties when 
they were seen by witness at and after 
the time of the killing. 

Mr. Mills announced that his case was 
olo&ed and proceeded to address the court 
and tho jury. Having expressed his re- 
gret that the court and ho should have 
differed its to his method of conducting 
tho case, ho cited the precedent of Regi- 
lia vs. Weston -a case similar to this —set 
by tho Lord Chief Justice of England, 
contending that if, in the present in- 
stance, tho jury did not believo the kill- 
ing to have been accidental, assuming 
that the prisoner took up the gun in self- 
defence, there was excusable homicide or 
" blamable necessity." He had, he 
thought, shown that the brutality had 
been all on the part of P . deceased. 

The Attorney-General clearly defined 
tho law between murder and manslaugh- 
ter, and said that, according tu tho evi- 



dence, whatever might bo tho opinion of 
tho jury as to the degree of crime, it 
would bo impossible for thein to bring in 
a verdict absolutely acquitting tho pris- 
oner. Sho was just us responsible as 
tho deceased for tho condition of 
things existing between thom, and 
the statement of tho boy wdio was accus- 
tomed to sleep with Dugan showed that 
ho at loasb was not afraid of the deceased. 
Mr. Davie carefully reviewed tho 
testimony, and held that the killing was 
in direct carrying out of the throat which 
tho prisoner had made to sovoral parties 
that if Joseph Dugan did not marry her 
by July sho would shoot him. Ho com- 
mented on tho fact that Dugan had 
taken tho cartridges out of tho rifle before 
six o'clock. How then did tho bullet 
that shot him got into tho rifle? It was 
was clear that tho prisoner had put them 
in herself. No woman, whatever hor 
wrongs — fancied or real—was entitled to 
bo her own avenger, and after tho charge 
of tho judgo ho was certain that the jury 
would give a verdict as between the crown 
and the prisoner according to the evi- 
dence and only according to tho evidence. 
The Court, in addressing the 
jury, said th at in tho precedent 
cited by tho counsel for tho defence 
the shooting had taken place immediately 
after the highest provocation ; but in the 
present instance the woman, after the 
quarrel, had deliberately followed the 
deceased into tho yard. By her life she 
had destroyed her moral texture, and 
after a long course of immorality, and 
after four distinct attempts at murder, 
with many threats that sho would com- 
mit murder, tho killing had occurred. 
There was no doubt that she had received 
provocation ; but it must bo shown that 
thoro was no malico prepense. Such 
was not tho case, for sho had threatened 
for months that sho would shoot him. It 
was for the jury to say whether, taking 
all things into consideration, thoro was 
wilful murder ; killing without malice 
prepense or that tho woman was not 
guilty. 

Shortly after o'clock, tho jury retired 
to their room, it being signified by some 
of them that they did not expect to re- 
main long away. However, the minutes 
Continued to increase, and shortly before 
7 o'clock, tho jury being communicated 
with, asked for live minutes more time, 
evidently not desirous of being locked up 
for the night with tho prospect of a soft 
sido of a plank for a bed, and the mos^ 
meagre faro to supply tho wants of na- 
ture. In tho meantime the accused mani- 
fested extreme nervousness, and had 
rather exciting and affecting talks 
with her children and friends. She 
appeared at one time on the 
verge of fainting, but her son rjvivod her 
with tho aid of a glass of water, and she 
was as calm and collected as sho could be 
by tho time tho jury returned, which was 
at about ten minutes past seven. "Or- 
der !" was stentoriously shouted by tho 
crior, and every onu having subsided into 
state of perfect quiescence tho deputy 
sheriff called the roll. The clerk then 
asked the formal question as to their 
agreom nt upon a verdict, which boing 
answered satisfactorily, the foreman re- 
plied in tho affirmative adding ".Not 
Guilty !" "Order !" was again the watch- 
ward and amid almost breathless silence 
Mr. Irving, Deputy Attorney-General, 
announced that there was nothing to do 
but to discharge the prisoner. This hav- 
ing been done, and the court adjourned 
till Monday, congratulations flowed in 
upon Mrs. Routledge from all sides. She 
lirst fervently kissed her children and 
then acknowledged tho good wishes of 
her friends.

Fo tiii; Editor:— Tho visit to Vic- 
toria of the Minister of Customs, who re- 
presents the taxing machinery of tho Do- 
minion, affords an opportunity for tho 
Board of Trade to point out to him the 
groat injury last year's increase of du'iea 
inflicted up in this province. This oppor- 
tunity will not, I hope, bo allowed to 
pass without the president and council of 
the Board of Trade making it clear to the 
Minister of Customs that tho increased 
duties referred to add materially to the 
cost of the products which form the ex- 
ports of this province. 

Those who keep themselves informed 
of the developments going on in the 
Dominion and in tho enterprising repub- 
lic to the south of us are perfectly aware 
that, relatively, tho progress in the 
Dominion is unsatisfactory. » 

Tho fact that Manitoba and the whole 
of the great Northwest, including British 
Columbia, have, collectively, .a smaller 
population than a small and now state 
like Washington, which litis increased 
27o,000 within tho past ton years, is con- 
clusive evidence that there are conditions 
operating which retard progress in tho 
central and western portions of tho 
Dominion. 

Less heavy taxation on producers and 
tho opening of the natural markets, those 
which are near at hand, for their pro- 
ducts, is tho solution of the difficulty. 

Although a uupporter of Sir John 
Macdonald, I must say that salvation for 
tho Dominion cannot bo obtained from 
China or Japan trade or growing two 
rowed barley, or by commercial trea'ies 
with remote countries like Spain and 
Brazil. 

It is with tho 65 million people ad- 
jacent to us that wo need better trade 
relations, which would give us markets 
for our coal, tish and lumber, etc., etc. 

Instead of unpractical talk by leading 
politicians, business steps should be taken 
to bring about a reciprocity treaty with 
the United States. Commercial prosper- 
ity in the Dominion would certainly fol- 
low, and failures, which in the Dominion 
are, in proportl n to population, double 
those in tho United States, would be 
greatly diminished.

TEE REPUBLICAN POLICY. 

It i3 said that Chauiicey M. Depew is 
ambitious of being tho next President of 
the United States. IJo is, it is believed, 
taking steps to procure tlio nomination of 
the Republican Party. Ho is, at any- 
rate, a prominent and influential member 
ut that party. Ho knows what its policy I 
is and is ready to further such measures j 
as are necessary to keep the Republicans j 
in power. Mr, Depew addressed the 
farmers of New York State at Syracuse ti 
few days ago. Llo told his hearers that 
"Of the seventeen millions of bread-win- 
ners in the land, including the profes- 
sions and those engaged in commercial 
pursuits, ten million six, hundred thou- 
sand are fanners, and of the thirteen 
millions whose labor creates our produc- 
tive wealth all may be assigned to tigri- 
c lltute, except two millions and a half." 

When it is considered that this host of 
farmers are all voters, it will be under- 
stood what an important factor they arc 
in tho politics of tlio country, and how 
necessary it is for the party that wishes 
to win to have as big a majority of them 
as possible on its side. Mr. Depew has 
evidently formed a true estimate of tho 
importance of vlie farming class as a vo- 
ting power. Ho litis set about getting 
and keeping their support fcir tlie Repub- 
lican party. In order todo this, he ap- 
pealed to their Belf-interest. He knew 
that if ho could convince tlio fanners of 
tho United States that they would bo 
money in pocket by voting the Repub- 
lican ticket, he bud them safe until after 
the next presidential election, at any 
rate. This was evidently the task be 
cut out for Iiimeelf, and ho set about 
performing it in a masterly manner. Af- 
ter putting them in a good humor with 
themselves, by showing them bow im- 
portant they are arid what influence they j 
can exercise, ho expatiated on the advan- i 
tagoa of union and urged them to com- 
bine. Thenlie showed them how they! 
could bo protected. H e said : 

" There are now imported into this' 
country yearly, articles worth over 
?3CX),000,000, "tho direct product of 
the farm. If by intelligent legislation; 
cilia money could find its way to the agri- | 
culture of our kind tho benefits would bo 
incalculable. The farmers' organization J 
should inscribe upon its banners tho 
* throo R'a ' — Reciprocity, Reta'iation 
and Revenue. (Cheers.) We have made 
remarkable strides within the last year j 
in tho direction of tho practical appliea- : 
tion of the idea of ' America for Aniori- 
cans.' (Cheers.) We have been brought | 
into closer relations and have better un- 
derstandings with tho other countries up- 
on the North and South American con- 
tinents. By a wise and judicious appli- 
cation of tho principle of barter and ex- 
change broad avenues can bo opened for I 
our products into hitherto unknown mar- j 
It els. By , these .methods each of the 
countries participating can be mutually 
benelitted and enriched. So long as wo I 
maintain tho protective policy wo cannot | 
object to any tariff which may be imposed 
equally and impartially by other Govern- 
ments; but when (hvat Britain pretends 
to discover plouro-pneutnonia in our cat- 
tic, when l'Vaneo and Germany claim 
that there is trichinosis in our pork, and 
by these subterfuges keep out our live 
stock and provisioiis.while liny frcelynd- 
rhit those of other countries, the duty 
becomes imperative for us to show them 
the application of the familiar rule, ' one 
good turn deserves another.'" (Cheers.) 

Any one who does not seo from this 
that it is tho policy of the Republican 
party to protect tlio farmer as far as he 
can bo protected must bo wilfully lilind. 
Tho reaiprocity that Mr. Depew had 
reference to was not a reciprocity with 
countries producing the same things is 
the American farmers raise, hut an alto- 
gether ditlerent class of products. He 



evidently had in. viow reciprocity with 
tropical countries, such ns Mr. Blaine 
advocates, countries which will send to 
tho United States products which aro not 
raised in that country and which will take 
in oxcliango the produco of American 
farmers. Mr. Depew wants t he fannors 
of the State to boliovo that the Republi- 
cans will do their best to Uoep tho three 
hundred millions worth of foroign farm 
produce now imported out of tho country, 
and give the American farmers, by their 
reciprocity policy, a market for threo 
hundrod millions or si more. This is a 
glowing prospect, and it is not surprising 
that tho orator who promised ao much 
and told such a hopeful talo \vti3 enthusi- 
astically cheered. 

It was not exactly kind for Mr. Dcpow 
to talk about Great Britain in tho way he 
did, for that country is, and long has 
been, tho American farmer's very best 
customer. EJor porta are upon for 
American flour and wheat, and corn and 
meats, and if she does object to including 
pleuro-pneumonia among, her imports 
from tho United States, she ought surely 
to bo excused. It just may happen that 
the United States may bo treated to a 
taste of "tit for tat" policy, which Mr. 
Depew threatens. Tho first and greatest 
sufferer from this policy would bo the 
American farmer. The market of Great 
Britain is free to him now. while a high 
tariff Willi is raised by the United States 
against the entrance of British products. 
If Great Britain, as some advise, should 
adopt Mr. Depow's familiar rule, that 
"one good turn deserves another," 
American fannors would find it a good 
deal more difficult than they do now to 
get rid of their surplus produce. The 
United States should be tho last country 
in the world to threaten trade retaliation, 
and tho farmers who heard Sir. Depew, 
if they took tho time to think, would 
have been discreetly silent, when he 
threatened so good a customer as Great 
Britain with retaliation, because its 
authorities take the necessary precautions 
to prevent the importation of disease. 



MA N UFA GTURBD OFFENCES. 

Tho lawfulness of tho use of tobacco 
was pretty freely discussed a few days 
ago by the Methodist Conference. There 
were in that body some very bitter 
enemies of "the weed." They abomin- 
ate it, and they seemed disposed to use 
the authority of Conference to compel 
the ollicials of the church to abstain from 
its use. A. Mr. .1. II. Carson moved :— 

" That evory official of the Methodist 
Church shall be required to abstain from 
the use of tobacco, and, in the event of 
this motion being adopted, that the Com- 
mittee of Discipline be instructed to pro- 
pire the requisite legislation." 

Some of the leading members of Con- 
ference condemned tho resolution, and 
declared it to be nonsense. Others op- 
posed it, but word less vigorous in their 
denunciation. They said that if a law 
wore enacted against the use of tobacco, 
it would be impossible to enforce it, and 
that there were already too many Church 
statutes which were disregarded. There 
were, however, quite a number of mem- 
bers, clergymen and laymen, who spoke 
in favor of the resolution. They evi- 
dently saw nothing unreasonable in mak- 
ing abstinence from tobacco a qualifica- 
tion for office in the Methodist Church. 

it did not seem to occur to these gen- 
tlemen that the manufacture of sins and 
offences is a very unprofitable business. 
One would think that a reasonable Meth- 
odist would be very well satisfied if the 
office holders of his church .refrained 
from what are set down in the black 
catalogue of sins in the New Testament. 
If a man or woman lives a godly life 
after the old standards of Methodism, he 
would, it might lie thought, be it good 
member of the Church and an example 
to his fellow men, whether ho used to- 
bacco or not. 

The ti30 of tobacco has never yet been 
denounced as sinful by any recognized 
code of morals, and, if it were made an 
offeuoa by the Conference, how many 
men's consciences would it bind It 
might mako hypocrites of a few 
users of tobacco who were ambitious 
of ollice, but the great majority 
of tho members of the church will take a 
smoke, believing that there is nothing 
wrong in using tobicco would smoke or 
chow or snulf ao they folt inclined. Tho 
anti-tobacco law would, indeed, be acatiso 
of demoralization, for it is not good for 
men's morals to do even what is harmlcs, 
in itscl, in open violation of law. There 
was a sect in old times who burdened 
men's consciences with ordinances re- 
specting trivial matters, who manufac- 
tured sins wholesale but. their tyranny 
was not approved by the Divine Founder 
of the Christian religion. 

There is a tendency in these days to 
regulate men's lives by legislation. There 
tire soino who are not willing to allow oth- 
ers the liberty which they themselves exer- 
cise. They want to mould the world 
after their pattern and if their follow 
countrymen will not adopt their views 
and shape their conduct according to 
their notions of what is right they must 
bo compelled to do so by legal enactment. 
Just ■imagine the tobacco haters of Iho 
Methodist church refusing to appoint lo 
office men of blameless lives, men in 
every way belter than themselves merely 



because they smoked a pipo or a cigar 
now and then. 

It must be remembered that these men 
who have their pet abominations aro by 
no moans tho soundest thinkers or the 
best livers in tho world. Quito a num- 
ber of them 

"Compound for Binsthof aro inclined lo 
Uy damning those tlioy have no mind to." 

Many others have heads so small that 
there is not room in them for more than 
ono idea. They aro convinced that cer- 
tain practices aro wrong, and must be 
suppressed, and they can see no way of 
effecting what they regard as a reform 
except by compulsion. Tho consequence 
is that in ninety-nine cases out of a hun- 
dred they fail. Compulsion is distasteful 
to almost every man, and it has never yet 
succeeded in effecting such a reform as 
the Methodist anti-tobacco men desire to 
bring about. If n man i3 convincod that 
using tobacco is wrong there is a chance 
of his giving it up, but if his neighbor 
attempts to force him to discontinue its 
use, lie will most probably smoko oftenor 
and longer than ever he did before. This 
is human nature. And it is easily seen 
by the discussion in Conference on the 
use of tobacco that there is a good deal of 
human nature in the Methodist church. 



G A NA DIA N GEO OR A PJI Y. 

Tho London Times lately directed 
.attention to tho immense unexplored 
regions of Canada. There aro areas in 
the north and north-wostof the Dominion 
as large as many European states about 
which nothing is practically known. They 
may, and probably do, contain vast stores 
of mineral wealth, and many regions that 
are now considered as uninhabitable; may 
be fitted to become the homes of a large 
and vigorous population. The extent of 
the habifablo land in the Dominion is not 
yet known. Dr. Dawson and ono or 
two more who havo explored part of tho 
unset l ied regions of Canada may have 
some idea of tho extent of territory it 
contains tit to support. communi'ies of 
civilized men, but tho ordinary intelligent 
Canadian knows as little about them as 
hodoesof tho Central African wilderness. 

We now and then hear of discoveries 
that are made by Canadian explorers, 
but where the land is in which the dis- 
coveries r.ro made tho newspaper reader 
has but a very indistinct idea. The 
people of tho Dominion have, for in- 
stance, been told that Mr. R. G. McCon- 
n dl has found largo deposits of pe- 
troleum in the Athabasca district. 
There are comparatively few Cana- 
dians who know where the Athabasca dis- 
trict is situated; how far distant it is 
from the settled parts of Iho Dominion, 
and whether or not it i3 easily accessible. 
Some of them have a hazy remembrance 
of having learned in their school days 
that there is a Lake Athabasca somewhere 
in North America, but if asked to indi- 
cate its situation, its latitude and longi- 
tude, nearly all of them would bo com- 
pletely tit a loss. Thcro aro other unex- 
plored regions mentioned by Dr. Dawson 
that aro even less known than tho Atha- 
basca district. Who, for example, except 
it may be a Hudson's Bay company 
ollicial or two, knows anything about the 
region west of the Lewes and Yukon 
rivers, which is said to be larger than 
Ireland, or tliat between the Lewes, Polly 
and Stickcen, which we tire told is almost 
the size of Scotland I Again, wo read 
of an area twice as largo as England be- 
tween the Pelly and Mackenzie. Yet these 
regions, and a great many more equally 
largo, form part of what has most appro- 
priately been called "Unknown Canada." 

When the rest of tho continent is filled 
mon will, no doubt, drift into these dis- 
tant regions, and perhaps, find them 
pleasant places of abode. Long before 
that time the rich petroleum beds of 
Athabasca will be utilized. This is what 
Mr. McConuell has said to some- news- 
paper men of the East about the new oil 
region. 

" While not prepared to make specific 
statements in advance of his report to tho 
department, yet he made the goneral re- 
mark that it, was quite probable that 
thoro was in the Athabasca di t.rict a pe- 
troleum area greator than anywhere else 
in tho world. Along the river there are 
vast beds of sand, about 250 feet thick, 
saturated with tar. These cover thou- 
J sands of miles, and indicate that an al- 
most incalculable amount of petroleum 
had oozed out to the surface and evapor- 
ated, leaving tho tar beds as they are, 
where these beds dip below the newer 
rocks. When one go s on some distance 
petroleum should be found. Mr. Mc- 
Conuell will recommend the Government 
to oxpend $20,000 or $;S0,000 in sinking 
wells. He is quite confident it is thoro. 
It is also probable that in time tho tar 
can l)e put to some commercial use for 
pavements, or mixed with lignite for fuel. 
It will not bo difficult to get the petro- 
leum to the markets of (ho world when 
discovered, as tho Calgary and Edmon- 
ton railway, upon its completion, will be 
within 80 miles of the Athabasca river." 
It is more than probable that part of 
petroleum will find its way to 
boh by tho Northwestern railway, 
bo distributed from Victoria to 
Japan, China, tho Pacific Islands, Aus- 
tralasia, South America and other coun- 
tries.

Speaking of the dredging, he said that the 
proposition thut the government dredge the 
channel approaching the harbor to the re- 
quired depth seemed a reasonable one. His 
colleague, Sir Hector Langevin, however, 
had visited tbe point, and he would, 
without doubt, see that all that was 
necessary on the government's part wus 
carried out. Tbe time occupied in the trip 
through the Rockies had compelled tbe 
minister to limit his stay on the coast, aud 
he would have to hurry back- to Ottawa. 
Xo definite arrangements have been arrived 
at in regard to the increased accommodation 
necessary at the custom house. He thought 
that if tin; present building was added to on 
the north side, where thirty feet was avail- 
able, it would make ample provision for ..!l 
depart mails, an 1 would keep everything 
under one roof. The. twenty feet on the 
BOUth side could be used as u roadway to 
the wharf. 

Dr. Hickey, M.P., in company with Col- 
lector Bowell, of Vancouver, paid a visit to 
Uequimalt, naval dockyard und ships, and 
wus delighted with all that he sow. This 
is the Doctor's first trip west of Ontario, 
and bis experience has made him more 
proud of bis Canadian nationality tlmu ever.

THE ABANDONED SEALERS. 

San Francisco, Sept. 24. — Cuptain Bag- 
man, of tho sealing schooner C. C. While, 
which arrived to-day front Alaska, was 
much disturbed at hearing that lies crow, 
who were found adrift in Belt ring's Sea and 
brought to t his city, had accused him of 
deserting them. The captain stated that 
the schooner caught very few seals after 
leaving, and when the schooner Lewis, 
when spoken in July, reported good scaling 
near Copper Island, the crew o! the White 
became clamorous to proceed ill that direc- 
tion. The captain refused, us* the island 
was under RuSBiun jurisdiction, but during 
the nigh I the man al the wheel directed the 
schooner toward the island. St- boats put 
out to hunt at, (he island, but a fog arose 
and the schooner cruised all day before two 
of tho boats were picked up. For six days 
the schooner beat about the island in the 
fog, or drifted about becalmed, but, though 
a cannon was fired several times none of the 
boats returned, and tho captain concluded 
that the men had given themselves up to 
the Russian authorities. The schooner 
sailed 10 days after the boats disappeared. 

The missing boats on making tiie island 
were tired on by the Russians, and one man 
was killed and two wounded. The crews of 
two boats were thrown into prison, but 
were released and sent to San Francisco, 
while the crews of the oilier two boats 
were eventually picked up by the schoonei 
.1. Hamilton Lewis, and brought to this 
city. 



BEHKLVG'S SKA. 

What the Minister of Justice Had to Sny 
Abnut the American Claim. 

Sir John Thompson accompanied the 
Loader of the Govornuicnt to Morrisburg. 
Having spoken on the question, of reciprocity 
with the United St ites he made tho follow- 
ing very significant remarks on the Bcbring's 
Sea dispute: — 

"Another question that for a time seemed 
to threaten to rupture the friendly relations 
existing between the two countries is now 
being made tho subject of diplomatic nego- 
tiations. We have had a difficult question 
arising out of tho assertion on the part of 
the United States of their authority to con- 
trol the fishermen of British Columbia when 
they went on tho high seas to pursue seal. 
Wo huvo had tho misfortune of seeing our 
fishermen seized and incarcerated in tho 
prisons of the United States, their cargoes 
'of fish taken from them and their 
vessels left to rot on tho sands of 
Alaska. We have appealed to the. United 
States and to Kutrland, anil the result of 
that action will show that while for the 
last few years the controversy has been 
earnestly pursued, it has been pursued in 
such a way us will not make Canadians 
blush in the face of the United States or 
any other country. We have stood firmly 
on our rights, but wo have not pressed them 
with intemperance. Having enlisted the 
entire support of Great Britain, and matters 
having reached that point at which Great 
Britain said forboiil'uhco had ceased to bo a 
virtue, und that these seizures must go on 
no longer, it had been proposed to the Gov- 
ernment of the United States that the 
whole question should bo settled by disin- 
terested arbitrators. Now, in tho interests 
of peace (he would not say anything about 
peace; he would withdraw tho word, be- 
cause there must ever be peace between 
the two count t ie?), but in the inter- 
tcrests of fairness and justice, in the 
interests of the enlightened public 
opinion of the world, be would ask if any 
fairer proposition could be made by Great 
Britain on behalf of Canada than the pro- 
posal to submit every phase of the .con- 
troversy to the arbitrament of men who 
should consider the matter wisely and de- 
cide it fairly as between the two countries. 
Not only that, Canada bad offered to do 
more ; she had said if tbe preservation of 
the seal were necessary thut question also 
would ho submitted to the arbitrators and 
let them find out whether or not regulations 
should be adoptod in order to preserve the 
seal by the establishment of a close season 
or otherwise, although it is a high sea open 
to every country in the world. We said 
we would submit that question to the 
arbitrators.''
